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PREFACE. 

Mr. T. Frank Brownell of New York city, read a 
paper at the Brownell reunion, held at Dansville, N. Y., 
in 1897, on "Thomas Brownell, the First Settler of that 
name in New England,'* from which we make the follow- 
ing extracts: 

"About the middle of the seventeenth century there 
died in England one Thomas Wilson, described in his will 
as "the elder, sometime citizen and cloth worker of Lon- 
don, but now resident at Ryecroft, in the Parish of Raw- 
march, County of York.'* His will was dated February 25, 
1657 and proved February 14, 1658. In it he made the 
following bequests : 

"I give to my cousin, George Brownell, of London, P. 
20 (20 pounds) to be paid him out of the rents of Rye- 
croft. To Mary, daughter of George Brownell, P. 10, at 
day of her marriage, if with her father's consent ; if not, to 
her father. I give to my cousin, Thomas Brownell, of 
Portsmouth, R. L, in New England, and to his children, 
P. 20, to be paid either to himself, if he shall come over 
to receive the same, or else to such person or persons in 
his behalf as he shall lawfully assign to receive the same." 

Concerning this Thomas Brownell, of Portsmouth, R. 
L, in New England, of whom this is the only English ref- 
erence, which I have met with, very little is known save 
that he is the ancestor of all the Brownells in the United 
States, except some of recent emigration. 

He was born 1618, and came from Derbyshire, Eng- 
land. Was married in 1638 to Ann, his wife, whose 
maiden sur-name is unknown, and it is reported that he 
came to America in 1639. 



Our earliest knowledge of him after he immigrated, is 
that in 1647, ^^ ^^^ living in Aquidneck, a settlement at 
the northern end of the island of Rhode Island, now known 
as Portsmouth. This settlement had been made nine years 
before this date by a little group of men and w^omen who 
had been driven out of Boston, Mass., because, as was 
stated at the time, "The opinions and revelations of Mr. 
Hutchinson and Mrs. Hutchinson had seduced them into 
dangerous errors." There in Aquidneck they had made 
that famous compact of government, which is in these 
words: "The 7th day of the first month, 1638. We whose 
names are underwritten, do hereby solemnly, in the pres- 
ence of Jehova, Incorporate ourselves into a bodie Politick, 
and, as He shall help, will submit our persons, lives and 
estates unto our Lord Jesus Christ, the King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords, and to all those perfect and most abso- 
lute laws of His, given us in His Holy Word of Truth, to 
be guided and judged thereby. Exod. 24, 3-4. 2 Cron. 2-3. 
2 Kings 2-17." 

This compact had been signed by William Coddington, 
John Clark and 17 others. Twelve of the signers were 
members of the Boston church, and all except two were 
among those who had been required to give up their arms 
in Boston in the previous year, on account of their adher- 
ence to the doctrines of Mrs. Hutchinson. 

It was among these people, who had been driven from 
the Massachusetts colony for their religious opinions, that 
Thomas Brownell cast his lot, and we may judge some- 
what of him and his character, from that circumstance. 

The earliest mention of Thomas Brownell's name in 
the records of Portsmouth, is under date of March 10, 
1647, when he witnessed the will of John Walker, of 
Portsmouth. 

His daughter, Martha, born 1647, married Charles 
Dyer, a son of Mary Dyer, the quakeress, who on return- 
ing to Boston after having been expelled, was hanged on 
Boston Common, June i, 166^ in the quaker persecution. 
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Thomas Brownell died at Portsmouth, Rhode Island, in 
1664 or 1665. 

We have been unable to trace the ancestors of John 
Brownell, from the fact that during his life no one took 
sufficient interest in the family history to obtain any 
information from him, except that his mother's maiden 
name was Ann Bearing, or Ann Nearing, and that they 
resided at Danbury, Conn., during the Revolutionary War. 
The records of the town were all destroyed when that 
place was burned by the British, April, 1777, therefore we 
can get no light from them. John Brownell's story, as we 
remember it, was that his father was a soldier in the Conti- 
nental army, and while he was on duty away from home, 
the troops of King George burned his home and the town. 

On the approach of the enemy, his wife, Ann, took 
her twin boys, John and Elijah, then four years old, fled 
to the woods, and remained in hiding until the enemy had 
left. 

The father was killed soon after. 

They had only the two children, and the compiler has 
been unable to trace any of the descendants of the twin 
brother Elijah, although he has corresponded with a large 
number of Brownells in different parts of the United 
States. 

Great pains have been taken to avoid errors in names or 
dates, but as they are liable to occur in compiling a work of 
this kind, the compiler would be thankful if any one finding 
mistakes, no matter how trivial, would inform him, giving 
number of page on which they occur.

HISTORICAL RECORD OF JOHN BROWNELL. 



Jon.\ Browkell was born at 
Danbiiry, Conn., January i8, 
1773. When four years old his 
father was killed. 

When John arrived at suitable 
ige, his mother apprenticed him 
to a shoemaker, and he served 
seven years learning that trade, 

January 15, 1795, he married 
Polly Crofoot, of Tyringham, 
Mass., and moved to Cotesville, 
N. Y., where two children, Anna 
and Elizabeth, were born. In 
1779 they moved to New Lisbon, 
N. v., where Polly, George, and 
Daniel were born, and his wife Polly died in 1806, and 
his son Daniel in 1807. 

In July, 1807, he married Ruth Chapin, of Mulhery, 
X. H., for his second wife, and their three sons, Daniel 
S., Blackman, and John L., were born at New Lisbon. 

John Brownell worked at his trade of a shoemaker 
until 1814, when he moved on a farm in East Bloonifield, 
Ontario County. X. Y.. and where four of his children, 
Anna, Elizabeth, Polly and George, were married. 

In May, 1828, he moved to Farmington, Oakland 
County, Michigan, where his son George had preceded 
him three years, and settled on the land (east Yi of south- 
east f4. section 12), he had previously secured, and on 
which he lived until his death. It was at this place his 
son Blackman (unmarried) died in 1830, and his second

wife, Ruth, in 1833. His youngest son, John L., was mar- 
ried there in 1834. 

In 1835 he went to Colesville, N. Y., and married Aphia 
Ruggles for his third wife. She died at Farmington in 
1840. He was formerly a member of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, but there being no church of that denomi- 
nation at Farmington, he attended the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. In politics he was a Jackson democrat, and was 
also an active member of the Masonic fraternity, being 
a charter member of Birmingham lodge, and of the 
Pontiac chapter of Royal Arch Masons. He died at 
Farmington in 1856.

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George Bhownell was born at 
New Lisbon, Otsego County, N. 
Y., May 19, 1802, moved with his 
father to East B loo infield, On- 
tario County, K. Y., in 1814. He 
worked on the fami and attended 
school winters, obtaining a good 
common school education. 

In 1824 he started for the "far 
west," as the Territory of Michi- 
gan was then called. He stopped 
for a few days in Detroit, but 
could not be induced to buy city 
lots at $[00 each, located where 

the city hall now stands, but Geo«ge Bbowbell. 

pushed back into the woods and located on the E. J^ of 
N. W. ;4 "f section 14, in the Township of Farmington, 
Oakland County, Michigan. 

He then returned to East Bloomfield, and January 23, 
1825, married Clarissa Grant (daughter of Thomas Grant, 
of Livonia, N. V., and Mary Huddleston, of Nine Part- 
ners, X. Y.,) and that spring moved to their new home in 
Michigan. They had to make a road for four miles 
through the woods to reach their location with their ox 
team. There they endured the hardships and privations of 
a pioneer's life. Very few settlers had preceded them to 
that locality. It was in the little new log shanty that their 
eldest son, Charles G., was born Nov. 2, 1825, being the 
second white child born in that township. 

George Brownell was appointed a justice of the peace 
by Territorial Governor Porter in 1833, and held that office 
for more than forty years, having been re-elected the 
spring before he died. 

He was a captain in the Oakland County Rifle Bat- 
talion, and marched with his company to Monroe, Mich., 
during the "Toledo War." 

He was postmaster at East Farmington for many years, 
the office being located in his house.. He was "County 
15 



Commissioner" for Oakland County, and in 1835 was 
elected a member of the Territorial Legislature, which 
later was the first legislature of the new State of Michi- 
gan. He resided in Farmington 31 years, and all of his 
children by his first wife, were born on the old farm. His 
second son, Elijah T., and his only daughter, Elizabeth, 
died there. 

His wife, Clarissa, died in Livonia, N. Y., while visiting 
her brother, James Grant. 

In 1856 George Brownell moved to Utica, Macomb 
County, Michigan, where his sons, William and Seymour, 
then resided. Here he was again elected to the office of a 
"Justice of the Peace," which office he held until his ^eath. 
He was assistant postmaster at Utica from 1856 to 1859, 
when he was appointed postmaster, and held the office until 
1861. 

In 1859 he married Mrs. Mary Inman Odle; they had 
three children, born at Utica, Willis G., Anna May, and 
Elizabeth Melissa. The two daughters died at Utica, and 
he also died there August 15, 1879, His widow lives with 
her son, Willis G. Brownell, on a fruit farm near Salis- 
bury, Maryland. (March, 1903.) George Brownell was 
always an active democrat in politics, and a member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church.

but it was an improvement and saved much time over the 
older methods of spreading the bundles of grain, as it 
came from the field, on the barn floor and then pounding 
out the grain with a flail, or treading it out by horses 
walking over it. For some time that was the only thresh- 
ing machine in that part of the country, and farmers 
from miles around hauled their bundles of grain there to 
be tnreshed. 

With his youngest brother, John L., they later built a 
portable open thresher. After using it one or two seasons 
around Farmington, they took it to the Grand River coun- 
try, where they received large prices for its work. The 
combined thresher and separator soon followed, and the 
old machines were consigned to the scrap pile. 

About 1835, Daniel S. Brownell moved to Ionia, Mich., 
and worked for some time at his millwright's trade, but 
afterwards bought a farm in the town of Easton, on the 
banks of Grand River, near Ionia. He lived a bachelor 
until September 21, 185 1, when he married Miss Lucy 
E. Lincoln (can get no report of her ancestors). 

In a few years he sold his farm and moved to the vil- 
lage of Saranac, a few miles distant, where his wife died 
in January, 1880. 

He soon after moved to Oakfield, Kent County, Mich., 
where he resided with his nephew, Daniel B. Payne, until 
his death, June 30, 1887. He had no children.

Blackman Brownell was born at New Lisbon, N. Y., 
September 21, 1809. He lived with his father at East 
Bloomfield, N. Y., and Farmington, Mich. He learned the 
trade of a blacksmith when a young man, and worked at it 
until May 14, 1830, when he received an electric shock 
while shoeing a horse during a thunder storm, and which 
caused his death. He never married. 
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John L. Brownell was born at 
New Lisbon, N. Y., May 2, 1811.

In 1828, they moved to Farm- 
ington, Oakland Co., Michigan.

and Roxy IngersoU, of the same 

township, and they lived on that farm until their death. 
I4e was an officer in the Territorial and State Militia — 
one of his commissions, signed by George B. Porter, gov- 
ernor, and Stevens T. Mason, secretary of the Territory 
of Michigan, appointing him Quartermaster of the Oak- 
land County Rifle Battahon, is dated May 12, 1834. He 
was a member of the "First State Convention of Assent," 
that met in 1836. He died September 20, 1883, leaving 
for the use of the widow an estate valued at $50,000.00, 
which after her death in 1887, was distributed to his legal 
heirs, he having made no will. They had no children.

Daniel Bushnell Payne, son 
of Bushnell Payne and Elizabeth 
Brownell, was born at Batavia, 
N. Y., October 6, 1826. His 
father died when he was five 
years old. In the spring of 1834 
his mother moved to her father's 
in the township of Farniington, 
Oakland County, Michigan. Dan- 
iel attended the school in that dis- 
trict and kept up with the head of 
his classes in all studies, and ex- 
celled in mathematics. In 1844 
he attended for one term a select

The next fall he attended another term at Dailey's select 
school, and in the winter of 1845-6 taught in Southfield. 

A few weeks before the fall term of school was to 
commence in 1846, he, with his cousin, Charles G. 
Brownell (5-21) made a flying trip on foot, to the Grand 
River country as it was then called; a ^reat part of the 
way was through the woods, the country at that time 
being sparsely settled, but they averaged about forty miles 
a day: Their route was via Milford, Byron, Laingsburg, 
Dewitt, Portland, Lyons and Ionia to Grand Rapids. On 
their return, he attended the fall term of select school at 
Farmington, taught by Mr. Mosher, who succeeded Mr. 
Dailey. In the winter of 1847-8, Mr. Mosher was prin- 
cipal of the seminary at Plymouth, Michigan, and Daniel, 
with his cousin, William Brownell (5-23) attended that 
school. 

In the winter of 1848, he went to Ionia, Michigan, and 
took charge of his uncle, Daniel S. Brownell's, farm and 
stock, while his uncle spent the winter at Farmington, on 
account of ill-health. 

In the winter of 1849-50, he taught school at Ada, 
Michigan, and the next summer moved to Oakfield, Kent 
County, Michigan, and commenced clearing up the land 
he had purchased from the U. S. Government, living with 
his neighbor, John Moore, that summer, then back to 
Farmington, until March, 1853, he and his mother moved 
again to the Oakfield farm, and commenced keeping 
house in a board shanty, 12x24 f^^t in size. Up to this 
time he had followed farming in summer time, and taught 
school winters, but after this he only taught three terms, 
devoting his whole time to farming, until the death of 
his mother in the fall of 1870. In January, 1871, he mar- 
ried Mrs. Laura Ingrahm Holcomb (daughter of Zenas 
Ingrahm and Eliza B. Herrick). Two daughters were 
born to them while on the farm, the eldest died when 
about six weeks old. They continued to reside on the 
farm until 1883, when they moved to Greenville, Mont- 
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calm County, Michigan, where they have since lived, 
except two years spent at Luther, Mich., where he was 
engaged in the lumber and shingle business.

Charles Grant Brownell 

was born at Farmington, Oakland 
county, Michigan, November 2, 
1825. Until 14 years old he at- 
tended the common district 
schools and proved himself such 
an efficient scholar that his desire 
to obtain a much higher educa- 
tion was encouraged and he went 
to Ypsilanti, Mich., and attended 
the academy, then a preparatory 
school for the Michigan Univer- 
sity. He boarded with his uncle, 
James Grant, I'/i miles from the 

school, and walked the distance Charles Grant Bbowneli. 

twice each day. When sixteen years old, he commenced 
teaching school, and had to give up his ambition for a 
collegiate course. It was while teaching school at South- 
field, Michigan, that he became acquainted with Mary 
Eastman Davis, then one of his pupils and afterwards his 
wife. 

In 1850 Mr. Ammos Davis started a general store at 
Birmingham, Michigan, and placed Charles in charge of 
it; he soon became a partner, and afterwards proprietor. 
While in the store he married June 6, 1854, his old 
pupil, Mary Eastman Davis, daughter of Ammos Davis 
and Ann Rogers Putnam. They resided in Birmingham 
until 1857, when he sold his store and moved on a farm 
2>i miles N. E. of Birmingham, but his health failing, he 
only remained a short time, and in 1858, moved to Detroit, 
Mich., where he continued to reside until his death. 

June 6, 1858, himself and wife joined the Fort Street 
Presbyterian Church by letter from his old church at Bir- 
mingham. November 26, 1869, he was elected a deacon, 
and September 12, 1873, he was elected a ruling elder of 
that church, serving as such until his death. During the 
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last ten years of his life, nearly the entire time of himself 
and wife was devoted to church work, she being the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Synodical Missionary Soci- 
ety, He died in Detroit April 3, 1896, his widow survived 
him until June 2, 1901, when she died at the home of his 
brother, Seymour Brownell, in Detroit.

William Bhowbell. menced attending lectures in the 
Medical Department of the University of Michigan, at 
Ann Arbor, and graduated from there in the class of 1852, 
with the degree of M. D. 

He then settled down at Utica. Macomb county, Michi- 
gan, where he practiced medicine until his death, except 
during the time from 1861 to 1865, while he was a surgeon 
in the Union Army. 

Was postmaster at Utica, from 1854 to 1856, when he 
resigned and was elected a member of the State House of 
Representatives, and was re-elected in i860. In 1861 he 
was appointed Assistant Surgeon of the Second Regiment 
of Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, and was promoted to 
Surgeon of the same regiment, with rank of major, Oc- 
tober 20, 1862. He was an intimate friend of General 



Gordon Granger, who was the first colonel of the regi- 
ment, and of General Phillip H. Sheridan, who succeeded 
Granger as colonel, and who was afterwards General of 
the United States Army. The doctor was a member of 
Sheridan's headquarters mess, and the personal friendship 
then formed lasted until his death. The doctor served 
with his regiment in its numerous marches, and partici- 
pated in over eighty battles and skirmishes with the 
enemy. In the fall of 1864 he had charge of one of the 
large hospitals at Nashville, Tenn. 

He resigned in December, 1864, returned to Utica, 
and resumed the practice of medicine, enjoying a large 
and lucrative practice. 

He was prominent in his profession, was vice presi- 
dent of the State Medical Society, and president of the 
Eastern Medical Association, was also a member of the 
United States Medical Association and numerous other 
medical societies. 

He took a great interest in educational affairs and 
spent much time in its behalf. He was a member of the 
school board of Utica for over twenty years, and for the 
last sixteen years before his death was its director. 

May 10, 1856, he married Jane Elizabeth Scudder, 
daughter of Smith Scudder and Matilda Summers, at 
Jackson, Michigan. They had three children, Lizzie, Kate 
G., and WilHam S. Lizzie died at Indianapolis, Ind., in 
September, 1862, under the following painful circum- 
stances: The doctor was with his regiment at Louisville, 
Ky., and expecting marching orders in the near future, 
he telegraphed his wife, who was staying with his brother 
Charles in Detroit, to come and see him. Lizzie had been 
ill with whooping-cough, but the mother started with her; 
on reaching Indianapolis, there was a delay, and Lizzie 
getting much worse, she called a physician and telegraphed 
the doctor who came up from Louisville, but his regi- 
ment having received orders to march the next day, he 
could remain but a few hours, although he knew his lit- 
tle darling could live but a short time. 
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He telegraphed his brother Charles, who went to In- 
dianapolis, and escorted the heart-broken mother and the 
body to Detroit. 

The other two children are still living, Kate G. with 
her mother at the old home in Utica, William S. is mar- 
ried and practicing medicine in Detroit, Mich., being one 
of the city physicians. The doctor died at Utica, of 
Bright's disease, May 22, 1884.

Seymour Brownell was born 
in the township of Farmington, 
Oakland county, Michigan, Feb- 
niary 27, 1837.

His brother. Dr. William 
Brownell, having received the 
appointment of postmaster at 
Utica, Mich., in May, 1854, Sey- 
mour went to live with him and Sevhou^ Bbownell.

of the office. In 1856 he engaged in the drug and grocery 
btisiness. Was appointed postmaster at Utica eleven days 
before he was 21 years old, and entered upon the duties

days after reaching the legal age. 
bame month took first three de- 
grees in Masonry, and the chap 
ter degrees that fall Resigned 
as postmaster in 1859. and en- 
gaged in patent medicine busmess 
until June, 1861, when he went to 
Missouri as war correspondent 
for the Detroit Tribune, Chicago 
Times, and St. Louis Democrat. 
While out with a scouting party, 
near Boonville, Mo., he captured 
and brought home a confederate 
flag. 



August 26, 1861, received authority to recruit a com- 
pany for. the Second Regiment Michigan Volunteer Cav- 
alry, then forming at Grand Rapids, Mich. In fifteen days 
he had recruited the first company of volunteers enlisted 
in Macomb county. Was appointed a battalion quarter- 
master of the regiment, which went into camp at Benton 
Barracks, St. Louis, Mo., under Colonel Gordon Granger. 

In March, 1862, went to the front with the regiment, 
and participated in the capture of New Madrid, Island 
No. 10, Mo., and Pittsburg Landing, and Corinth, Miss. 
While acting as regimental quartermaster in front of 
Corinth, Lieutenant Brownell met Captain Phillip H. 
Sheridan, then quartermaster on General Hallock's staff, 
and who was afterwards colonel of the Second Michigan 
Cavalry, and general of the United States Army. A per- 
sonal friendship was then formed that existed until the 
general's death. It was on his recommendation that 
Lieutenant Brownell was promoted to the rank of captain 
and Commissary of Subsistence on the general staff of 
the army, his commission as such being dated October 2, 
1862, and signed by President Lincoln and Secretary of 
War Stanton. 

Captain Brownell reported to General Cox at Charles- 
ton, West Virginia, and was assigned to duty at Camp 
Piatt, on the Kanawha River, ten miles above Charles- 
ton, and supplied all the troops operating in that section; 
— including the 23d Ohio Infantry, of which Rutherford 
B. Hayes was the colonel, and William McKinley commis- 
sary sergeant, both of these men afterwards filled the 
highest official position in the world, that of President 
of the United States. Captain Brownell always highly 
prized the acquaintance and friendship of those two of- 
ficers. In November, 1863, he reported to General Kelley, 
at department headquarters, Cumberland, Md., and was 
assigned to duty on the staff of General James A. Mulli- 
gan, at New Creek, West Virginia, who was in charge 
of all troops guarding the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
from Harper's Ferry to the Ohio River. In April, 1864, 
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was^ assigned to duty on staff of General E. O. C. Ord, 
while he was in the department of West Virginia, and in 
May, 1864, was assigned to duty as chief commissary on 
the staff of General Franz Sigel, then commanding the 
department of West Virginia; went with his command up 
the Shenandoah Valley and participated, as his aid-de- 
camp, in the battle of New Market. When General Sigel 
was reHeved by General David Hunter, Captain Brownell 
was appointed chief commissary and aid-de-camp on Hun- 
ter's staff, and accompanied him on the raid to Lynchburg, 
Va., in June, 1864. ^^ return from a sick leave, in Au- 
gust, 1864, he reported to his old friend, General Sheri- 
dan, at Harper's Ferry, Md., but his health not permitting 
him to take the field, he was assigned to special duty as 
purchasing and disbursing agent for the department at 
Cumberland, Md. His health continuing poor, he resigned 
from the army October 28, 1864, and was given brevet 
commissions as major and lieutenant colonel "for faithful 
and meritorius services during the war," by the President 
and Senate of the United States. 

He returned to Utica, Michigan, and engaged in farm- 
ing, having at one time the prize herd of short-horn cattle 
in Michigan. 

He was also interested in a saw mill and stave fac- 
tory at Utica. 

In 1866 was appointed collector of internal revenue, for 
the United States Government, for the then fifth collec- 
tion district of Michigan, comprising the counties of Liv- 
ingston, Oakland, Lapeer, Macomb, St. Clair and Sanilac, 
and the second week after his appointment seized four 
illicit distilleries and several thousand gallons of whiskey 
that was forfeited to the government. 

He was supervisor of his township for five years, and 
was elected state senator to fill a vacancy in 1872. In the 
same year he successfully promoted the Detroit & Bay 
City Railroad, and built the section from Detroit to Utica, 
and the Fish Lake branch, 30 miles in all. 

In 1873 went to Lake Superior and built a state road 



from L'Anse to Huron Bay. In 1874-5 was general man- 
ager of a charcoal iron blast furnace at Munising, Mich., 
and was elected judge of probate of Schoolcraft county in 
1874, receiving every vote cast in that county. 

In 1876-7 he was general manager of the Marquette 
Brown Stone Company, and resided in Marquette, Mich. 

In 1879-80 went to Duluth, Minnesota, and re-built and 
was general manager of the charcoal iron furnace there. 

In 1881 went to Ironton, Sauk county, Wisconsin, and 
rebuilt the Smith charcoal iron furnace, and was general 
manager of that property, until 1884, when he moved to 
Detroit and engaged in the mercantile trade, but sold out 
in a few months to accept a position as part owner and 
general manager of an iron mine in the Lake Superior 
district. He was also administrator of his uncle, John 
L. Brownell's estate, and executor of his widow, Esther 
P. Brownell's will. 

He successfully promoted the Detroit & Northwestern 
Electric Railway between Detroit, Farmington and North- 
ville, with a branch from Farmington Junction to Orchard 
Lake and Pontiac, a distance of 45 miles, superintended 
the construction in 1897-8, and managed the same until he 
sold his interests in 1901. 

He was married October 20, 1857, to Helen Lawrence, 
daughter of Erastus W. Lawrence and Julia E. Russell, 
at Utica, Michigan, and their only child, Ella Elizabeth, 
was born there in 1858. 

Both mother and daughter were with him much of the 
time he was in the army. 

He is a member of Utica Lodge No. 75, F. and A. M., 
and of Mt. Clemens Chapter No. 69, R. A. M., also of 
Fairbanks Post No. 17, G. A. R., and of Michigan Com- 
mandery.
